Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative asked for the reason the Office Action 
mailed 9/7/2007 was made final. Prior action mailed 2/26/2007 rejected Claim 4 over Lash, in view of Kuske and 
Brisebois. Response filed 6/26/2007 included an amendment putting the limitations of Claim 4 into Claim 1, but * 
included an additional replacement of phrase "disposable absorbent articles" with "sanitary napkins". Action mailed 
9/7/2007 rejected Claim 1 over Kuske in view of Lash and Brisebois. Lash teaches a variety of disposable absorbent 
articles but does not expressly teach sanitary napkins. Therefore a different primary reference was used.

The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.
